LONDON, August 3.—The Pall Mall Gazette 
publishes to-day a long article giving the 
practical result of the Round Table conference 
hitherto kept quite secret in spite of all the 
wrangles over it. The following is a sum- 
mary. Of this, I can add, from personal 
knowledge, that it has been submitted 
to almost all the leaders, and 
has received their approval. It represents 
the irreducibie minimum, or at least the com- 
mon denominator of the conflicting parties, 
and outlines the coming scheme of home rule 
with an accuracy almost amounting to cer- 
tainty. You will notice that it coincides 
strikingly with the summary of Gladstone's 
home-rule views, which I sent you December 
16, 1885, and which constitutes the first public 
announcement of this made anywhere in the

THE AGREEMENT.

John O. Coulter of Chesterton, Ind., who 
identified the body of Susie Beck, arrived here 
this morning, accompanied by J. G. Morgan, 
another resident of the same town. Mr. 
Ooulter came to give his testimony at the 
inquest to be held on the body of the un- 
fortunate young woman this afternoon. He 
went direct from the depot to the Coroner's 
office, and then aftera trip about the city 


with his companion’ returned to the 
Four Courts building shortly before 
noon, and remained in consultation 


with Chief of Police Huebler for some time. 
The letter received from Canada purporting to 
be written by West’s brother, but believed to 
have been written by the minister himself, 
was turned over to the Chief of Police, 
together with some genuine specimens of Susie 
Beck’s writing. The latter were brought to 
show that she had not written the letter Wess 
inclosed to Degge, purporting to have been 
written by her. After his consultation with 
Chief Huebler, Mr. Coulter called on Dr. Fra- 
zer, the Coroner, and had a long talk with him 
about the case. 

MR. COULTER 

is a plain, outspoken old man, without a parti- 
cle of sham in his make-up. 

„1 Know of nothing, sald he in response 
toa query ot a representative of the Post- 
DISPATCH, ‘‘which I can add to what I have al- 
ready said. I told all there is to tell.“ 
‘*When you returned from here after identl- 
fying the body of Susie Beck did you find the 
people of Chesterton much excited?’’ 

Oh, Lord, yes. They were all worked up 
over the matter and are siill. They have 
searched everywhere for him, but without suc- 


cess. If they find him he will be lynched beyond 
adaubt. We had already searched the house 
thoroughly and gone down in the celiar even, 
hunting for him, but the night before I left we 
determined to make amore thorough search 
of the place and to tear up the carpets and ev- 
erything and see if there was any place through 
which he could pass through from the floor 
the cellar, but we found nothing. Iam con- 
vinced he is not hiding in his house. Wealso 
searched the houses of some people who were 
suspected of harboring him, but did not find 
him. His wife remains rather deflant and in- 
dependent, but cried yesterday. That 
was the lirst time Il ever saw 
her e But she does not blame 
him, but only herself, and said she was sorry 
she had said anything to drive him to act as 
he did. It is a sad thing to see those little 
children there fatherless, and they are all 
mighty bright children, too. I feel sorry for 
them but have no sympathy for the mother, 
She had three white shirts on the clothes-line 
washed yesterday, and as she is not washing 
for anybody, we are rather curious to know to 
whom the belong.

THE INSURANCE DEPARTMENT TO OPEN AN 
ERA OF PROSECUTION. 


Attorney Ellerbe Instructed to Proceed 


Against the Royal Arcanum—Collecting 


Evidence Against the Assessment Insar- 
ance Associations—The Odd Fellows’ and 
and Masonic Benefit Associations, the A. 


0. v. W. and the Legion of Honor Amen- 
able to the Law — Commissioner Carr 


Studying Secret Society Literature. 


Superintendent Carr of the State Insurance 
Department is resolved to open war on the 
assessment insurance associations in earnest 
and has instructed O. P. Ellerbe, Attorney for 
the Department, to proceed against 
the Royal Arcanum for non - com- 
plience with the recently enacted assessment 
insurance law. ‘‘Idid not make the insur- 
ance laws, said the Commissioner, this 
morning, ‘‘but I will enforce them. The 
Royal Arcanum is an insurance association 
and though exceptionally well managed there 
is no reason why it should not comply with 
the law. The order is as sound as any, you 
can see that by looking over the report which 
the order made to the Insurance Department of 
New York. It complies with the law in New 
York State and Massachusetts, and should do 
so in this State. That report shows that dur- 
ing the year 1886 the net increase of member- 
ship was 9,866. The membership on May 1, 
1886, was 64, 792, and on May 1, 
1887, was 74,791; Increase, 9,999. 
The death benefits paid in 1886 gregated 
1,512,000, andgfrom January 1 to May 1, 1887, 
12,500. The benefit certificates outstanding 
on December 81, 1886, aggregated „595,00 0, 
and the total amount pe d outin death bene- 
fits to May 1, 1887, was 7. 088,500. Expenses of 
Supreme Council administration for 186, 

$29,890.77; decrease over 1885, $4,118.99.

The Ancient Order of United Workmen 
is an assessment insurance society, and if that 
feature were taken from it there would be no 
society. The Legion of Honor people have 
said they will comply with the law, and I ex- 
pect them to in afew days. About the other 
orders I do not know enough now to speak. 
We will examine into them. read their litera- 
ture and determine whatof them are amen- 
able to the law. This will take some time, and 
the department having no fund for the em- 
ployment of special counsel, all the legal work 
Will have to be done by Mr. Ellerbe, and so 
the work cannot be pushed more rapidly than 
one man can attend to it. Do you know, a 
great many people believe these laws are not 
applicable to St. Louls, but tothe State. It is 
AN ABSUBD IDEA 
and you will find, I think, that the local com- 
panies will be the last to obey this law. I had 
the same trouble with the fire insurance com- 
panies, and I have the satisfaction of seeing 
all of them complying with the laws now. 
‘*What has been done with regard to the 
Order of the Iron Hall?’’ 
‘*That matter is in Mr. Ellerbe’s hands. 
He is engaged in collecting evidence and pre- 
paring to proceed against the accounting om 


cers of the local branches of the order. The 
Iron Hall cannot comply with the law 
and therefore has not done 80. I

H. W. Chandler, Grand Regent of the Royal 
Arcanum was seen on Change to-day. He 
said: ‘*We have not yet determined what we 
shall do. Iunderstood from members of the 
order who talked with Superintendant Carr, 
that he would not begin prosecutions until 
September 1, and sol have not been in haste 
toarrive at a conclusion. However, I have 
obtained a number of 1 from lawyers 
as to our relation to the law and these I have 
transmitted with all the matter bearing upon 
the question to the Supreme Regent. 
I shall wait until. I hear from 
him before saying what our attitude will be. 
The Royal Arcanum is, I claim, a benevolent 
association. Insurance is not all or every- 
thing with us. It is an incident. Still @e are 
not afraid to show our books. At the last 
meeting of the Supreme Council it was shown 
that our association stood above all others in 
the economy of its management. Ours is not 
an association conducted for gain. We are 
trying to unite men fraternally, incidentally 
provide for their relief in timeof sickness, and 
secure the widows and orphans of our mem- 
bers from want.

ASPIRED T0 BE KING. 


A SUMMARY CHANGE IN THE MANAGEMENT 
OF THE PANAMA RAILROAD. 


The Return of Col. Frank G. Ward, the Late 
Superintendent, Succeeded by Col. A. L. 
BRives—The Charges Against Ward, Who 
Aspired to Be King of the Isthmus—Pres- 
ident McCullough’s Statement— What Col. 
Ward Says. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATcn. 

NEw YORK, August 8.—The return to this 
city on the Colon, yesterday, of Col. Frank G. 
Ward, until lately Superintendent of the 


of the fact that the directors of the road had 
just made asummary change in its manage- 
ment. Reports have been current for some 
time that all is not as it should be on the 
Isthmus, and it is known that Col. A. L. Rives 
was sent down on the llth ult., with secret in- 
structions to assume entire management. It 
is understood that his arrival was a surprise to 
the officials there, and that the supercession 
of Col. Ward was very unexpected to him. 
Col. Rives is a railroad man of long experience. 
He is a graduate of L’Ecole des Ponts of 
Paris. His father, the late William C. Rives, 
was at that time United States Minister to 
France, and his son, although analien, gradu- 
ated with very high honors. He was a promi- 
nent officer of the engineering corps of the 
Confederate army, and since the war has been 
successively General Manager of the Mobile & 
Ohio Railroad, and of the Danville road. He 
is a brother of Francis R. Rives of this city, 
and holds a high rank among rallroad men. 
It is understood thatin going to Panama he 
was given very unusual power, apparently for 
the reason that some peculiar exigency made 
it necessary. With Col. Ward’s arrival also 
came slips directed to all city newspapers 
from the Isthmus, a Colon newspaper, con- 
taining a bitter attack on Col. Ward, but mak- 
ing no definite charges. He is spoken of, how- 
ever, as exerting an influence and example 
that have been baleful, poisonous, demoraliz- 
ing and pernicious.’’ 
PRESIDENT M’'CULLOUGH'S STATEMENT. 

Gen. J. G. MeCullough, President of the 
Panama Railway Company, was asked by the 
POST-DISPATCH reporter to state what there 
was back of the attack made in the advance 
sheet of the Isthmus. 

1 don’t care to go into the details of this 
matter just now,’’ responded the General. ‘‘It 
would not be fair, perhaps, to Col. Ward or 
ourselves. In brief the facts are these: That 
some allegations had been made against Col. 
Ward, and our commission concluded that it 
would be for the best Interests of the company 
to put anotber man in his place, so we 
did so. Early in the month we sent Col. 
Rives down there to relieve Col. Ward, When 
he reached there the books and papers were 
turned over to him by his predecessor and 
we have received a report from our present 
superintendent that, so far as he can seé, all 
the financial concerns of the company are in 
shipshape. We expect a more detailed report 
from Col. Rives later on. What was the nat- 
ure of these allegations made against Col.

My ou admit that the intemperate use of 
liquor is the root of many social evils,’’ 
triumphantly writes Senator ReaGan to 
JEFFERSON Davis, as if that were equiva- | 
lent to an admission that the temperate 
use of liquor is also an evil, or that all use 
of it should be prohibited in erder to pre- 
vent the evil of intemperate use. 

That is just the point on which the Pro- 
hibitionists and their opponents divide. 
All admit that the intemperate use of 
liquor is the root of many social evils. 
All admit that such use should be dis- 
couraged, restrained, prevented by every 
proper exercise of government authority 
and by all the moral influences society 
can exert. But the temperate and in- 
nocuous use of liquors by hundreds of 
people must be stopped by the Govern- 
ment, say the Prohibitionists, because 
one person out of a hundred may become 
intemperate and make a beast or a crim- 
inal of himself. 

Mr. REAGAN says that to prevent such a 
man from making a beast or a criminal of 
himself is no more an infringement of his 
personal liberty than is the lawful en- 
forcement of the Ten Commandments. 
Mr. REaGaN can therefore logically con- 
tend for the restraint, the punishment, 
the extinction of intemperance to the full 
extent that the just powers of government 
may be properly exerted againstit. But 
he and all Prohibitionists go further and 
propose to make temperance acrime; to 
make the temperate use of liquors im- 
possible; to prevent an occasional excess 
in whisky drinking by preventing hun- 
dreds and thousands of decent, sober peo- 
ple from drinking a harmless glass of 
beer, cider or wine. 

There is nothing inthe Ten Command- 
ments, nothing in the teachings of the 
Christian religion, nor in any other re- 
ligious or moral code, except that of Mo-

WANT TO WEAR PANTS. 
That distinguished Parisienne, Mme. De 
Valsayer, has been petitioning the French 
Legislature in favor of emancipation of 
woman from petticoats. Her case is 
that petticoats are very dangerous, leading to 
innumerable fatal accidents, and that trousers 
are just as decent, more healthy and far less 
expensive. All this is very true, though I do 
not suppose that if the Frenchwomen were as 
free as our Own countrywomen are to dress as 
they like they would make much use of their 
liberty. The point which Mme. De Valsayer 
overlooks is that trousers do notafford the 
same scope for decoration as petticoats. They 
cannot be trimmed to any considerable ex- 
tent, and the effect ofan improver or bustle 
worn under them would be absurd. I have 
always wondered, however, that serious 
ladies in this country do not set more store by 
this branch of progress. If I were a woman I 
would much rather have a pair of trousers 
than a vote, or even a university degree. 
THE ARMY AND NAVY. ‘ 
At the naval review one gun burst, killing a 
man, and several ſronclads ran into each 
other. In the House of Commons the First 
Lord of the Admiralty has admitted that mill- 
ions are annually wasted, and that Mr. For- 
wood, M. P., the able and business-like Fi- 
nancial Secretary of the Navy, is aghast at the 
Augean stables. But what remedy has the 
Tory Government applied toall this? It has 
created the Prince of Wales an Admiral of the 
fleet. Our army is a disgrace tothe financial 
good sense of the country. The effective force 
of the German army costs £19,396,000, whereas 
the effective force of our army costs £14,600, 000. 


For her expenditure Germany gets 
nineteen army corps of 27,000 men 
each. According to Gen. Brackenbury 
we should hardly be able to 


put to the field one corps of 30,000 men. It is 
true that the German is a conscript army. Tbe 
German soldier gets Gad per diem, whereas 
an English soldier gets 1s2d perdiem. But 
even if afull allowance be made for this the 
cost of thetwo armies is, in proportion to 
their numerical strength, as two is to one. Is 
this surprising? Putting aside the reckless 
waste, owing to maladministratign, we have 
109 Generals who are unemployed, while in 
Germany no man is ever made a General until 
there is employment far him. The difference, 
too, in the rate ot pay may be gathered from 
one fact. The Commander-in-Chief of our 
army gets £6,600 per annum and Marshal von 
Moltke gets £1,600, and yet, with all respect to 
the Duke of Cambridge, itcan hardly be said 
that as a commander-in-chief His Royal High- 
ness is worth four times as much as Moltke.

~~ ATIOAL WAVE. 


The Umbria Attacked by a 
Towering Mass Fifty 
Feet High. 


Sweeping Her From Bow to Stern 
and Flooding Everything Below. 


The Passengers Awakened by the Shock and 
the Water About Them and Bushing for 
Life-Preservers—No One Hurt Except a 
Steerage Passenger—A Terrible Moment 
as the Officers Saw the Wave Approach- 
ing—Twisting the Brass Railings on the 
Bridge Like So Many Macaroni Stems— 
Over Seven Hundred Persons, Many of 
Them New Yorkers, on Board—Fortunate 
That There Were None of Them on Deck 
at the Time—The Third Officer’s Graphic 
Stery—Nowhere Else in the World Has He 
seen Such a Sight—A Passenger Who Was 
Also on the Oregon. 


From the New York WORLD. 

In the big rush of passengers from the 
Cunarder Umbria, which arrived here yester- 
day, the one subject of talk was the big tidal 
wave which the steamer met on her way over 
and which she withstood in a very gallant 
fashion. The ship really took a dose of sea 
experience which might have resulted in most 
serious damage to the craft herself and which 
only the hour of its occurrence prevented 
from making a deep death swath in the pas- 
senger list. 

It has been dirty weather all the trip over. 
Fogs and head winds, cross seas and rain had 
been the luck of almost every watch, and 
officers went upon the bridge for their tour of 
duty prepared forthe very worst sort of sea 
faring work. Tuesday had been asample day. 
The wind had been blowing from west-north- 
west with occasional fits of blowing from the 
southwest. The night brought worse weather 
and more of itand when, at 4 o’clock inthe 
morning, Second Officer King and Third Officer 
Bennett went up onthe big bridge fifty feet 
above the water line they found the head wind 
very tricky and liable to throw tne ship from 
her course unless closely watched. It was not 
a night to invite any deck promenading; 
nothing balmy about the atmosphere and no 
moon looking out from the heavily banked 
clouds. The men off duty hurried to their 
bunks and the officers to their staterooms. It 
was a few moments before 5 o’clock on 
Wednesday morning, and the great vessel 
was tearing along through the heavy seas and 
taking the strong head wind dead in her teeth, 
when the cry of the lookout, *‘Forward on 
the port bow,’’ sent the eyes of the navigators 
on the bridge to that quarter. In fact, they 
were already looking there. 

THE MOUNTAINOUS WAVE STRIKES. 

Away attwoorthree ship-lengths could be 
seen an approaching mass of water, which 
nearly took away the stout bearts of the two 
officers. They rang over the telegraph Instru- 
ment from the bridge to the engine-room for 
a reduced speed. Then they clasped the 
stoutest stanchions of the bridge structure 
and waited for the blow which the vessel could 
not escape. If any prayer was muttered in 
time it must perforce have been a short one, 
for in less time than it takes to tell of the 
incident a great body of water came down 
with crushing effect on the stout port 
bow of the Umbria and gave the enormous 
ship a blow whicb roused the entire popula- 
tion of the craft and for a time gave rise to 


something ofapanic. The Umbria had met a 
tidal wave and had gone through it in fine 
style, but it was an experience of a few sec- 
onds to be talked of for a lifetime. All that 
could be done was done. There was a rush of 
water down the forward hatch, and this big 
flood in the a of the steerage n- 
gers and in the bunks where the firemen and 
sailors were provided for on the orlop dec« 
gave rise to the impression thatthe ship was 
fillimg, at least in that compartment, and the 
bulkbead doors were closed in a jiffy, and 
then there was an examination of the ship, 
and a rapid one, made the chief officers. 
— was not much need of extended exam- 
nation. 

Upon the bridge the brass railings, which 
are 80 neatly polished and behind which the 
officers in their blue coata looks so confident 
as they sail up and down the harbor, were a 
sorry sight. For the distance ot a dozen feet 
from the port end of the bridge the railings 
were twisted about as though they were made | 
of macaroni stems instead of being good, stout 
brass rods fully two inches in diameter. This 
was up above the sea not an inch less than 
1 feet. The port light was gone, torn from 
ite fastenings as by a set of giant fingers. Fur- 
ther forward the white light attached to tbe 
foremast was gone, while the enormous amount 
of water which had come down upon the 
whale-back or turtie-back, under which some 
ofthe firemen find sleeping quarters, had 
been so strong and weighty as to twistan up- 
— — H-iron stanchion. as stout as a piece of 

road rail, until it had been turned into a 
permanent knee-joint. Back of the whale- 

ack and forward of the bridge the forward 
hatch opens down from the main deck to the 
quarters of the firemen and sailors already 
mentioned and of the steerage passengers as 
signed to that part of the flouting tene- 
ment. This hatch was covered with a raised 
house having companion wavs leading down 
to the apartments mentioned. When the 
wave came it pounced upon this structure, re- 
duced it to kindling and sent the mass ot 
splintered woodwork down the open, gaping 
— with many tons of water to carry it

THIRD-OFFICER BENNETT'S STORY. 

Third-Officer Bennett, who hasseen thirty 
years’ service on the sea and is a sailor of wide 
experience on the Atlantic, as well as Indian 
Ocean, was onthe bri and saw the whole 
ot the attack on the ship andthe sturdy de- 
tense made. He was taking it easy on the up- 
per deck, looking down on a group of 
wrangling steerage people and casting an eye 
of protest now and then at the overcast moon, 
when a WORLD reporter listened to bis tale of

It has been nasty and dirty weather all 
day, and during the night it was no better. 
We were about1,500 milesoutin mid-ocean. 
The wind was from the west-northwest, almost 
a head wind, and very — and rather un- 
steady. The glass had been falling slowly un- 
til it stood at 29.30 inches. There was a big 
sea on, when just about 4:45, I saw almost 
right ahead a great wall of water. That is the 
only way I can describe it. Look you! Im- 
agine that house on yonder 1 anywhere up 
to a thousand feet long and above fifty feet 
high of water moving along, rolling over from 
the top and coming along at a sharp pace. The 
signal was sent to shut down the headway, and 
then we hung on tothe stanchions of the bridge. 
I was on the port side of the bridge within five 
feet of where the water did its work, yet here 
I am powry ! of it and you can see how it 
treated that heavy brasswork. Itis a wonder 
it did no worse, for water which can make a 
toy of good stout work fifty feet high in that 
fashion could, I think, damage a solid block 
ofiron. I have been around the Horn and off 
the — of Good Ho and have seen tidal 
waves in India, but I never saw anything like 
that, and right in the Atlantic, too. We were 
in our lane and making good headway, despite 
the weather. If we had not eased our head- 
way some I don't know what damage might 
have been done. The ship took it finely. he 
sensation was V much as though you were 
on a toboggan and, after a good, sharp run 
down a long hill, reached the bottom and took 
a quick turn off on the level. 

It was fortunate that there were no passen- 
gers or 228882 about on the main deck, and 
thus our flush decks and open bulwark nettings 
permitted the water to rush off again almost 
as pow f as it got there. There was some 
scare and a bit of a flurry, but nothing worth 
mentioning. I ~ lly explain it. I only know 
that when that htap of water was coming at 
us we on the brig couldn’t see the 
sea ~ fee it, and the Umbria has 
11 oo high forward bridge. The 
long, rolling bank of water seemed to have an 
easy, rolling motion and at each end went off 
in ged waves. The waves before it and be- 
hind it were not extra — 0 ones, but this one 
seemed to have thered itself up to a force 
which was almost overpowering. I hope there 
was nothing to the northward of us, for if 
there was she must have caught it, and if she 
was a sailing craft I'm glad I was not on 
board. Inever saw anything like it before 
— Inever want to see anything of the sort 
again.’’ 

WHAT SOME OF THE PASSENGERS SAY. 
The Umbria had a full passenver list, 742 per- 
sons being on board, of which number 378 were 
cabin passengers. Prince Devahongse, the 
half brother of the King of Siam,and his party, 
whose reception in this city is recorded in an- 
other column of the WORLD this morning, 
were on board, as were also, as will 
seen by the full passenger list which is given 
below, Mr. E. G. Gilmore, the theatrical man- 
ager, and Mrs. Gilmore, Mr. and Mrs. Tony 
Pastorand Mr. L. C. Deimonico. 
Mr. Frederick Verney, the English Secretary 
of the Siamese Legation, and a member of 
Prince Devahongse’s party, gave a WwvRLD 
reporter an interesting account of the acci- 
dent. We had a very rough voyage, in- 
deed,’’ he said, and a tidal wave, as the 
ay ae called it, nearly swamped the ship. 
It happened about5o’clock in the morning 
and created quite a panic among the saloon 
assengers, — of whom rushed out of 
heir state-rooms in their — ciothing. The 
excitement was quickly layed, however. 
How did the Princes take it? Uh, they took it 
very coolly and did not leave their state- 
rooms. 

The Umbria’s commander, Capt. McMickan, 
said be would call it a tidal wave if he could 
speak of suchathing in mid-ocean. He de- 
scribed it as a hollow wave, by which he 
meant that the crest ofthe wave was arched 
forward by the velocity with wich it was trav- 
eling. This crest came over the bows of the 
ship, and tons of water fell perpendicularly 
upon the deck. The force and noise of the 
biow were appalling. It was like a terrific 
shock of thunder, accompanied by a tremen- 
dous lurch ofthe ship, and a crashing, grind- 
ing sound following the shock and the 
lurch. The fore Hatch was crushed in 
like an egg shell, and 3 of the steerage 
compartment was deluged with water. 

Mr. E. G. Gilmore was seen at the Hotel 
Brunswick last night. He said: ‘‘About 5 
o'clock Tuesday morning I was awakened by 
a terrible zee trembling of the steamer. 
The lights wen¥ out and the ladies and chil- 
dren set up a great cry. Men, women and 
children rushed on deck in their night robes 


and pajamas. I oped my way out among 
people dressed in very little but their life- 
preservers. he water streamed down into 


the cabin and staterooms, and trunks and 
setchels were swimming about in a way to 
break the limbs of a dozen persons. 8 is 
usual in such anics, some screamed 
hysterically and eld on to the nearest 
pessee> they could grasp. Others fell upon 
heir knees and —— wildly. Tony Pastor 
fastened two life-belts together and put them 
around his great wais®, one being inadequate.

Knowin 
doubtless that the interest would be created is 
Mr. Tams took care to add to it by lugging o 
with him some $5,000 belonging to his govern- 
or. This little precaution on his part has not 
only had the effect he calculated upon, but has 
been the cause of sundry detectives being put 
on bis track. As the soil of Long Island about 
Oakdale is exceedingly sand r. Tams has 
but little to fear from them. urthermore, be 
ran away abouta week ago, thus showing his 
shrewdness in leaving cold tracks for the de- 
tectives to hatch on. Some two or three years 
ago Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt, the Vanderbilt of 
to-day, thought it would be afine scheme to 
own a first-class poultry yard, not a 
mere inclosure of common, every- 
day hybrid, barn-door fowl, but a 
choice, wired-in aggregation of high-born 
feathered beauties, suchas Burnham, Upham, 
Stoddard, Kirby and all the chicken fanciers 
love to rave about.

Of course you can not 
run much of a hennery without a first class 
hennist to boss things, and keep the Houdans 
from laying Plymouth rock eggs. and the 
Langshans from getting feathered up like the 
ordin black Cochin of commerce. H. C. 
Tams of England was brought over to Oakdale 
and put in charge of ali the acres he needed 
TO START A FINE EGG FARM. 

After carefully mapping the round Mr. 
Tams proceeded to build summer houses and 
winter houses for his feathered charges. The 
latter he called hibernatories. They had glass 
fronts and looked like minature winter sea- 
side hotels. Each breed of fowl had oneor 
two huts assigned to it, each house 1 its 
own yard or ‘‘run’’ as it is called in the hen- 
nist’s tongue. These runs were divided and 
bounded by * wire fences, that even a 
game cock could mot fly over. Starting from 
almost a common beginning, they broadened 
out fan-like until with their skeleton arch- 
shaped end they looked like the frame of some 
mighty pie left as a memorial by prehistoric 
Long Islanders. 

Mr. Vanderbilt came down once or twice and 
was delighted to see how finely his hens were 
getting on, as wellas enchanted to listen to 
the noble and dithyrambic utterances of his 
imported hennist.

Another Long Prize Fight in the State of 
Massachusetts, 


The greatest and wickedest prize-fight that 
ever took place in Massachusetts, says the
